Young Prostitute Tells of 
Payoff to Ward Following 
Sex Orgies in His Apartment

LONDON (AP)—A slim, young 


prostitute told the jury in the vice 
trial of Dr. Stephen Ward today 
that Ward collected money for 
her 
service 
both 
in 
normal 


s e x u a l intercourse 
andl for 


whipping male perverts. 
i 


Vicky Barrett, 
20, said the 


goings-on took place in the so- 
ciety osteopath's London apart- 
ment over a period of 2'A months 
in 1061. 


Testifying in the third day of the 


trial in Old Bailoy criminal' court, 
Miss Barrett said she estimated 
Ward collected 5 pounds ($14) a 
time for intercourse and 1 pdund 
($2.80) for every stroke of cane 
or horsewhip she wielded on the 
nude bodies of other clients. 


Justice Sir Archie Marshall in- 


terjected a question about tho 
whipping, 


"During this time, how were 


you dressed?" he asked. 


"In underwear and high-heclccf 


shoes." 


The girl never dodged ques- 


tions. She said she was a con- 
victed prostitute whom Ward had 
picked up repeatedly. 


The witness testified that Ward 


told her he was being paid, but 
was keeping the money so she 
coul'd' get a better apartment and 
better clothes and then charge 
higher prices. 
Ward., 50, the son of an Anglican 
clergyman, sat woodenly in the 
face of her testimony. The prose- 
cution is attempting to prove its 
charge that Ward lived off the 
earnings of prostitutes. 


Prosecutor M e r v y n Griffith- 


Jones regarded this witness as 
his ace in probing a sex-and- 
security scandal that has jolted 
Britain's 
g o v e r n m e n t and 


he mad'e the most of it.

Kceler, 21, and Marilyn (Mandy)

repeated her 


assertion—first made at the close 
of Tuesday's session—that she 
lied on the stand at Ward's pre- 
liminary hearing and in a state- 
ment to the police because of po- 
lice pressure. 


Under queslioniirvg fi<om prosecu- 


tor Mervyn Griffith-Jones she ad' 
mitcd that 
she volun.larilyi gave 


an additional true statement to 
the police on April 10 about her 
sister, Dorothy Richardson,, 13, 
another girl named Diane and 
Ward. 


The substance of this statement 


—which 
Miss Ricardo insisted 


was true—was not immediately 
disclosed. 


Griffith-Jones asked her why, if 


the police previously had forced 
her into signing false statements, 
she had volunteered fresh infor- 
mation on April 10. 


"I did not want my sister to go 


to a remand home," Miss Ricardo 
replied, Remand homes are ptec- 
es where underage defendants in 
criminal or delinquency cases arc 
kept. 


Miss Ricardo added she was 


afraid her brother would be ar- 


J rested as well. She said the broth- 
er was in fad jailed soon after 
on pimping charges. 


Miss Ricardo again disavowed 


her statement to the police and 
at the preliminary hearing that 
she used Ward's apartment on 
three occasions for sexual rela- 
tions with 'men who paid her,

But Signing 
May Be Thurs.

MOSCOW (AP)—After nearly1, a 


whole day of negotiations, the nu- 
clear test ban treaty was reported 
completed 
today 
and probably 


will be initialed Thursday.

nonaggrcssion pact wanted by tho 
Russians but1 which cannot be ne- 
gotiated by the British and Ameri- 
can delegations here. 


Earlier,, Premier 
Khrushchev 


said; a "rncial turn toward a bet- 
ter international climate" could 
result from signing the agree- 
ment. 


But Khrushchev, as quoted by 


Tass, again tied; the test ban 
closely lo a nonagrcesion pact be- 
tween NATO and the Communist 
bloc. He did not, however, spe- 
cifically say the world could not 
have one without the other. 


The premier's views were in a 


letter to the heads of state of the 
30 African countries which took 
part in the Addis Ababa confer- 
ence in May. 


Tass distributed ifc around the 


world just! as' American, British 
and Soviet delegates were holding 
a hard working session at Spiri- 
danovkw Pallacc. 


Western representatives had an 


urgent telephone call from the So- 
viet Foreign Ministry just before 
they went to the session. 


Western diplomats were still 


hopeful the agreement could be 
signed1 today, but they cautioned 
newsmen there could be a slip. 


It could not be learned what 


last minute problem the Russians 
had raised. But the treaty draft 
was reported not yet complete for 
signing. 


An air of happy triumph among 


the Western delegations Tues- 
day was modified this morning.

WASHINGTON (AP)-President 


Kennedy soys his plan for settling 
the railroad dispute is intended to 
avoid compulsory 'arbitration. But 
the net effect in ' large measure 
could wind up being compulsory 
arbitration. 


Nevertheless, an examination of 


the plan indicates it's a thought- 
out device for taking much of the 
steam out of the four-year long 
argument between the railroads" 
and the unions. 


Kennedy asked Congress Mon- 


day to pass a resolution' giving 
the 11-man Interstate Commerce 
Commission authority to go over 
the whole dispute1 and give rulings 
which would stay in effect for two 
years after they were made. 


The ICC's authority would last 


two years' from the day Congress 
passed the resolution. 


During that time— if the unions 


or railroads didn't like a ruling 
and wanted to strike or shut down 
—the ICC could get a federal 
court injunction forbidding such 
action. 


Briefly this is the background 


before looking at what Kennedy 
proposed: 


The railroads argue that, thanks 


to modern improvements, they 
could operate $600 million a year 
cheaper if they, weren't saddled • 
by thousands of jobs they consider 
unnecessary. 


For example: diesel engines 


have almost completely replaced 
steam locomotives. The railroads 
say that while firemen were need- 
ed on the steam locomotives1,, they 
are unnecessary on the diesis. 


So they want to eliminate about 


35,000 firemen's jobs, about 10,000 
right away, the rest over1 the 
years through retirement or death 
or quitting. In addition, they want 
to eliminate about 30,000 other 
jobs over a period of time. 


A presidential commission and 


a presidential board went along 
with the idea of eliminating jobs. 
The Supreme Court upheld the 
right of the railroads to dp the 
eliminating. 


The unions not only refused! to 


agree, they threatened a strike if 
the railroads started' job-cutting. 
They refused to let some outsider 
—an arbitrator— give a ruling that 
would be binding on unions and 
railroads. 


Congress, to prevent a strike, 


could compel the two sides to ac- 
cept arbitration. This would be

It 
would have this authority for two 
years. Its main task would revolve 
around manpower and jobs. 


The two sides could file applica 


lions for ruMngs. Once the ICC 
gave a ruling, it would stay ir 
effect two years. 


This could happen: Right near 


the end of its two-year term the 
ICC might give a ruling which 
would have to stay in effect for 
two years afterward. This mean!

Thif seems far-fetched. Almost 


surely it won't happen! but this 
wUJ: As soon as the ICC is em- 
powered to act, the railroads will 
dump all their job problems in 
ICC's lap to get action fast.

From the way Kennedy phrased 
iis message Monday it wouldl ap- 
ear that mefv whose jobs were 
abolished — or most of them— 
vould be shifted to other jobs or 
etrained for others.

It could be concluded from this

Jon of Kennedy's message pretty 
clearly indicates the unions would 
lave to accept the ICC's ruling 
since that commission could get a

At least the unions would have 


,o accept the rulings for the two- 
year period after the ICC made 
:hem. In this sense

and Negro leaders from Cam- 
bridge, Md., today signed an 
agreement that Negroes will end 
racial demonstrations there in- 
definitely and the white commu- 
nity will takd concrete steps to 
meet Negroes' descgregattion de- 
mands. 


The cfocument.. designed to end 


violence in the eastern shore fish- 
ing community, was signed at the 
Justice Department. Atty. Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy signed as a 
witness. It followed more than 
eight hours of talks Monday night 
with Asst. Atty. Gen. Burke Mar- 
shall. 


Cambridge Mayor Calvin W. 


Mowbray and City Atty, C. Aw- 
rlry Thompson arrived today to 
join Negro leaders in signing the 
agreement. Cabridgc officials had 
not been represented at Monday 
night's meeting. 


Brig Gen. George Gelston in- 


dicated that National Guard troops 
will remain in Cambridge for a 
while. 


The four-page agreement listed 


these steps being taken in hopes 
of meeting Negro demands: 


First assurances that desegrega 


tion of the first four grades in 
the Dorchester County school sys- 
tem will he accomplished by the 
opening of the school year in Sep- 
tember. 


A Negro citizen has been re- 


tained as an interviewer with the 
state's 
Department of Employ- 


ment Security in its Cambridge 
office. 


The mayor and commissioners 


of Cambridge are applying to the 
Federal 
Housing Administration 


for a low-rent public housing pro- 
ject "which materially will bene- 
fit the Negro community." 


The agreement also noted that 


Cambridge officials have appoint- 
ed a biracial Human Relations 
Commission 
with 
four 
Negro 


members. 


In return, the agreement said, 


"the representatives of the Ne- 
gro citizens of the city of Cam- 
bridge hereby agree, that there 
will be no form of protests or 
demonstrations for an indefinite 
period hereafter."

Uncertain 
Reception 
on Treaty

WASHINGTON 
<API—An un- 


certain reception in the Senate 
awaits a nuclear test-ban treaty 
which U.S. sources say is all but 
completed in Moscow. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 


and disarmament agency director 
William C. Foster sought to blaze 
a path for the treaty Tuesday by 
showing a draft of the proposed 
agreement to the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 


Afterward committee Chairman 


J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., said it 
was possible the Senate would ap- 
prove it this session but declined 
to go so far as to predict that 
would happen. 


Republican Leader Everett M. 


Dirksen of Illinois would predict 
only that the treaty would set off 
lively debate. He said he would 
not know until he had seen all of 
the provisions whether he would 
oppose it or not. 


Informed sources said Amer- 


ican, British, and Soviet negotiat- 
ors had virtually completed their 
work on the test-ban pact and 
were preparing to issue a final 
communique soon, perhaps later 
today. 


Signing of the treaty would send 


it to the Senate, which must ratify 
it by a two-thirds vote before it 
becomes binding upon the United 
States. 


After the briefing by Rusk and 


Foster, 
Fulbright 
made these 


points to newsmen:

Maxwell D. Taylor, once a fire- 
brand in defense policy battles, 
has packed away his "Uncertain 
Trumpet" and deliberately blend- 
ed into the Pentagon background'. 


In the year since President Ken- 


nedy chose him as chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Taylor 
has kept away from the public 
eye while developing his chosen 
role—thai of a bridge between the 
professional military and the civil- 
ian authority. 


Ho has purposefully subordinal 


ed himself as Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara's chief mil- 
ilary adviser. 


From all available evidence, 


Taylor has avoided trying to keep 
open any special channel to the 
White House where he served! as 
Kennedy's personal military ad- 
viser before the President elevat- 
ed him to JCS chairman. 


13tit he retains undiminished sta- 


ture at the White House where 
the multilingual soldier-scholar is 
accepted as an intellectual equal. 


Those in position to know say 


McNamara and Taylor make a 
good team. Both are strong willed 
men of firm opinions. They have 
differed, and will again, but there 
is mutual respect. 


There is respect, too, between 


combat-veteran Taylor and the 
other military chiefs—but the Air 
Force and Navy feel the JCS 
chairman still has too much of an 
Army point of view 


On a number 
of key 
issues. 


Taylor has disagreed with alt the 
service chiefs — Gen. Early G. 
Wheeler, Army chief of staff and 
a protege, as well as Gen. Curtis 
E. LeMay, Air Force chief of staff, 
and Aclm. George W. Anderson, 
soon to leave as chief of naval 
operations. 


These disagreements have been 


marked by an absence of personal 
conflict. 
; 


A year ago, there were all sorts 


of predictions that Taylor would' 
clash heatedly and- repeatedly with 
LeMay and possibly Anderson. 


This was because of Taylor's 


background of strong partisanship 
for Army views and his record of 
conflict particularly with the Air 
Force in the days when he was 
Army chief of staff during the 
Eisenhower administration. 


People remembered-' the stands 


he took in the "Uncertain Trum- 
pet." a book he published after 
retiring as Army chief in 1959. 


The hook was a blast at Eisen- 


hower administration defense pol- 
icy, particularly reliance on mas- 
sive nuclear retaliation and what 
Taylor considered neglect of con- 
ventional forces, especially the 
Army. 


It should be noted that much 


of what Taylor has advocated in 
his book already had been adopted 
as policy by MeNamara and his 
new 
civilian leadership 
before 


Taylor returned to the Pentagon 
last Oct. l. 


Tho slim, frosty-eyed general 


who jumped into Normandy dur- 
ing World War If with his 101st 
Airborne Division and who com- 
manded the 8th' Army in Korea' 
has seen his doctrine of flexible 
response become the order of the 
day.

Rail Strike 
Could Hurt 
Arkansas

Associated Press Staff Writer 
A lengthy nationwide railroad 


strike could cripple Arkansas in- 
dustries and put the pocketbook 
bite on the Arkansas consumer. 


Figures from the state. Chamber 


of Commerce reflecting the status 
of railroads in the state as of Jan. 
1, 1961, show that the five major 
railroads employ 9,081 Arkansairs 
with a total annual payroll of $47.- 
983,945. 


The real clanger of a railroad 


strike would be the crushing chain 
reaction it would set off in other 
industries. 


Employers could not get raw 


materials for . manufacturing, so 
employes would be laid off. Costly 
truck service for shipmenis from 
producer 
to warehouses 
would 


send retail prices soaring. Fov 
want of tansportation to market 
crops would spoil, 


Harold Snyder, president of Ar- 


kansas Valley Industries, Inc., of 
Dardanelle, said the poultry in- 
dustry "could last about a week" 


if a rail strike occurred'. The dev- 
astating blow would be in raw in- 
gredients for feed mills, he said. 
Only a, week's supply can be 
stored.' 


Snyder 
estimated that 
10,000 


families depend .directly on the 
poultry industry for their liveli- 


hood, and many employes might 
be laid off. 


Poultry shipping would have to 


switch to trucks and "we couldn't 
afford that for very long," Snyder 
said. He said the result would be 
dead chickens in the hands of 
growers. 


Most poultry p r o d u c t s are 


shipped by truck, so that phase 
would be relatively untouched, he 
said.

Dyer, 
transportation 


manager of the Little Rock Cham- 
ber of Commerce, said grocery 
stores would have to increase their 
prices if forced to switch to trucks 
to' get goods from producers to 
warehouses. Trucks already are 
used to take them from ware- 
houses to retailers.

chemical, mining, foundry, alumi- 
num, cement,, sand and gravel—an 
almost endless list.

WASHINGTON (AP) _ The aC- 


tors are different but the thenie 
of the play is the same, 


Nikita 
Khrushchev's 
historic 


split with Mao Tze-Tun duplicates 
in a basic way Joseph Stalin's 
split with Leon Trotsky. Khrush- 
chev has even obliquely called 
Mao, the Red Chinese leader, his 
own Trotsky. 


In both cases the dispute was 


over when to be fierce. Stalin and 
Khrushchev decided on restraint, 
not because they, lacked Commun- 
ist zeal but because the odds were 
against them. 


There was even a parallel be- 


tween what Stalin did through a 
party congress to get 
support 


against his rival, Trotsky, and 
what Khrushchev is doing now. 
He has' called for Wednesday a 
sumit meeting of friendly Com- 
munist leaders. There is no flues- 
tion they will back him against 
Mao. 


The Russian Communists had 


early assumed the success of 
their revolution depended in sim- 
ilar revolutions by/ Communists 
elsewhere around them. The rev- 
olutions didn't happen. 


In the mid-1920s, with Lenin out 


of the way and his heirs cannibal- 
izing one another, Russia 
was 


faced 
with Western forces too 


powerful to be attacked and per- 
haps too powerful to be withstood 
if they invaded. 


Stalin decided he had! better put 


the Russian house in order before 
taking chances: this meant build- 
ing up Russian industry, which 
would be the backbone of an 
army, and just trying to make the 
revolution in Russia work first. 


Thus the slogan of the Stalinist: 


socialism in one country. 


Romantic Trotsky, a big idea 


man but too haughty to be a good 
administrator, didn't buy the Sta- 
lin theory of one revolution at a 
time and at home. He wanted to 
export it to Russia's neighbors. It 
was his idea of "permanent revo- 
lution." 


But Stalin, who had been build- 


ing up his own political machine 
in Lenin's lifetime,, was supported 
by the Russian Communist party 
congress in 1925 which passed a 
resolution calling for building com- 
munism in Russia first. 


Trotsky was thrown out of the 


partyi and out of Russia. He was 
assassinated 
later 
in 
Mexico. 


It was Stalin's industrialization 
which enabled Russia to stand up 
to the attack from Hitler when 
it came in 1940, 


That Stalin never lost his revo- 


lutionary zeal — his desire to 
spread communism — was demon- 
strated during that war and after 
when he took over the satellites 
in Eastern Europe, and in the Ko- 
rean war. 


Red China in a very real sense 


is like Russia of themid-1920s: 
a primitive Communist country 
(compared1 with the affluence of 
moden Russia) where the leaders 
(unlike those now in Russia- are 
still those who led the revolution. 


But while Russia is now the op- 


posite of Russia in Stalin's5 time 
—being one of the two most pow- 
erful military forces in the world 
—it is still in an ironic way in 
a position similar to the one Sta- 
lin faced. 


A nuclear war between the 


United States and Russia would 
hardly mean victory for either 
side but almost certainly would 
mean the annihilation of Russia 
and all the effort of 46 years of 
communism.

a teller window at Caraway will 
be tried in Pulaski Circuit Court 
starting Monday. 


The bank filed the suit against 


Bank Commissioner Dick Simpson 
who, 
it said, is about to invoke 


Act 544 of 1963 to force the bank 
to close the window. 


Act 544, passed after consider- 


able controversy, 
requires 
the 


closing of a teller window oper- 
ated by an out-of-city bank when- 
ever a local bank is organized in 
the community. 


The Caraway situation resulted 


from formation of the Carasvay 
State Bank. 


Attorneys for the Monette State 


Bank contend that Act 544 was not 
legally passed because a motion 
to expunge the vote by which it 
was tabled actually received only 
65 votes when it required 67. The 
suit says the vote of Speaker Ma- 


rion Crank and a "pair" vote by 
Rep. 
Ben Allen of Pulaski County 


should not have been counted. 


A "pair'1 vote is one cast by a 


representative who is not present 
in the chamber. Legality of such 
votes has been questioned through 
the years but the House continues 
to count them. 


The Monette Bank's suit con- 


tends that its telier window at 
Caraway is legalized by Section 4 
of Act 190 of 1961 which is a so- 
called grandfather clause protect- 
ing teller windows in existence at 
the time of passage of the act. 
Section 4is somewhat vague and 
Act 544 was designed to clarify it. 


Act 544 was passed over the ob- 


jection of Craigheacl County Rep. 
Norman Wimpy who was success- 
ful at first in getting the bill ta- 
bled, but it was 
revived and 


passed under strong administra- 
tion pressure late in the session. 


There are several other teller 


windows which could be affected 
by Act 544 if local banks are char-
